"Home" mean- 
ing not only the house where you 
lived but the things that went 
with its the folks, the schoole 
boy pals, the nightly bull session 
at the corner store, the dance at 
the hall, and of course a date 
with the girlfriend, These are the 
things you long for, and that is 
the picture you went to fit into. 

Perhaps you fea? we shouldn't 
be thinking in terms of a home~ 
coming, that the end is still a 
long ways off. Yes, we realize 
that, and it has not interfered 
with the job we feel we're doing 
for you, but you can't blame us 
for hoping, can you ?
